Glassell  Park  Transit  Pavilion  Groundbreaking  Ceremony 

The  Transit  Services  Grant  Section  processed  the  Federal  Transportation  Agency  Glassell 
Park  Pavilion  earmark  and  coordinated  with  two  council  offices  over  five  years  to  move  this 
project  along.  These  funds  will  transform  a vacant  median  at  San  Fernando  Rd.,  Verdugo 
Rd.,  and  Eagle  Rock  Blvd.  into  a transit  pavilion  where  bus  riders  can  wait  in  a safer  and 
more  attractive  environment.  The  pavilion  will  be  made  of  a three-part  canopy  to  provide 
cover  from  the  sun  and  rain.  The  pavilion  area  will  feature  new  landscaping,  security 
lighting,  upgraded  American  Disabilities  Act  curb  ramps,  benches,  trash  receptacles,  and 
concrete  pavers.
